IT’S HARDIE, MP. «: 


By EMRYS HUGHES 


N 1888 the Liberal MP 
[= Mid-Lanark = re- 

signed. Hardie had 
Jived and worked in the 
constituency, and iL was not 
surprising that he was 
urged to stand by the 
miners. 


The working class Labour 
MPs of those days were re- 
turned to Westminster 
through the support of the 
Liberal Party—"Lib-Labs” 
they were known as. Hardie 
was on the Liberal Associa- 
tion's Hat of candidates. 

Mid-Lanark was a seat 
that should have been 
fought by a Lib-Lab man, 
But, without consulting the 
electors, the local Executive 
chose a young Welsh 
lawyer, Mr J. W. Phillips, 
Jater to become a dls. 
tinguished = financier, Lord 
St Davids. 


Fight Was On 


ARDIE immediately remeved 
fs name from the Edberal ist, 
met hls supporters and decided 
to Aght both Tories and Liberals 
aso Labour candidate, ‘The 
Liberals, anxious to avead a split 
in the vote, did (thelr best to get 
him to withdraw 
Sir George Trevelygn, 4 lead + 
ing Liberal MP, askec Hindle to 
meet bim, He was very polite 


und explained how unfortunate 
It was that Liberals and Labour 
should fight cach other, 


If Hardie would = only stand 
down jn Mid-Lanark he would 
give him an assurance that at 
the General Election he would 
be adopted mmewhere, the 
Liberal Party paying his ex- 
penses and guaranteeing him ao 
yearly salary— £300 was the 
sum hinted at. 

It was o tempting offer to u 
young man like Hardie, living 
from hand to mouth on a 
meagre salary. To his surprise, 
Trevelyan received an obrupt 
und emphatic ‘NO.’

Beginning Of End 

ARDIE received 617 votes to 

AZ the Liberal’s 3,847. He hud 
been overwhelmingly defeated, 
but it had been a signifeant and 
historic election, It was the first 
lume (hat Labour had sioud, In- 
dependent, defiant, as o separate 
political party, with Ils own 
programme and policy 

It wns the beginning of the 
end for the Liberal Party. Keir 
Hardie had lost the by-election 
but had created a new Party. 
And soon afterwards, those who 
shared Hardle's views came to- 
uether to form a Seattish Labour 
Party. 

Three months later, on August 
26, a conference was held at the 
Waterloo Rooms, Glasgow, and 
‘he Seottish Lubour Party was 
born, Kew Hardie was appointed 
seerclary. 


Seat 
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From now on it was to be 
wor on the Liberals. “The wea- 

in has been forged,” _ wrote 
{ardie. “A General Election 
swill come, and it ts for us to ace 
that no Liberal gots xcturned 
who is not with us, Better a 
thousand times an open foe than 
a secret enemy.’

ON TRIAL TODAY 


The trial of Quik Bah-chee, 30-year-old Singapore Chinese, charged 
with the murder of Mr Arthur John Clifford, well-known barrister, began 
before Mr Justice J. R. Gregg at,the Criminal Sessions. this ‘morning, 

Mr Alistair Blair-Kerr, Solicitor-General, ‘who prosecuted,’ told a 
jury of six men_and one woman that: there was no question,in a case of 
murder of there being any premeditation required, and much less’ was it:a 


necessity for the Crown 


to prove’ motive. 


There might, in the course of the trial, be evidence of what was known a 
provocation. Quoting a definition, Mr Blaix-Kerr said provocation in law meant 
that some act done by the person who was killed to the person who was accused 
of murder, which would cause any reasonable person and actually cause: the 
person charged with the murder a sudden and temporary loss of self;control,
